Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers voted Monday to approve a 
12-year tax abatement for the 
General Motors Powertrain Plant 
located at 36880 Ecorse Road in 
Romulus. 

GM Plant officials were asking 
for the ease in taxes in order to 
perform equipment upgrades for 
the 27-year old engine plant at an 
estimated cost of $ 38,625,000. 

The abatement would cover 
personal property only with a 
three-year construction period 
prior to the actual abatement 
time frame. According to city offi¬ 
cials the abatement period 
would not begin until the year 
2006 and end in 2018. During this 
time frame General Motors 
would save an estimated $ 
2587,400 in taxes. 

City council members were

concerned with GM’s ability to 
retain the 1,542 jobs at the cur¬ 
rent site, before, during and after 
the upgrades have been complet¬ 
ed. 

During the public hearing at 
6:30 p.m. Monday, General 


Motors officials, including Plant 
Manager Steven J. Somers and a 
representative from UAW local 
163, Rick O’Donnell, assured the 
council that jobs would be main¬ 
tained. 

City Councilwoman Debbie 


Romak stated that the decision to 
approve the abatement was a 
tough one for her. However, in 
the end she joined the other 
council members granting 
General Motors the tax relief 
requested. 


Romulus man arrested in Inkster hit and run accident

A college-bound 18-year-old 
Romulus resident has turned 
himself into Inkster police after 
allegedly striking a pedestrian 
with his vehicle Saturday night, 
police said. 

Police received a call at 10 
p.m. on July 5 that a 43-year-old 


man crossing the street on foot 
near Inkster and Chestnut Roads 
was struck by a man driving a 
blue 1994 Ford Probe, said 
Inkster Police Sgt Paul Martia 

After the accident, police said 
the driver left the scene of the 
accident 

“He drove up to Inkster and 
Eureka Roads,” Martin said. “He 
went home and told his mother 


what happened, and she told him 
he better go to the police statioa 
He told her he wanted to wait for 
his dad. He turned himself in 
about an hour later” The driver 
was released on his own recog¬ 
nizance. 

Martin said he gave the driver 
a breathalyzer test that revealed 
he had not consumed alcohol at 
the time of the accident. “It’s 


dark in (the area of the acci¬ 
dent),” Martin said. “(The driver) 
just panicked and left the scene.” 

The victim was transported by 
ambulance to Annapolis Hospi¬ 
tal and was later airlifted to the 
University of Michigan Medical 
Center in Ann Arbor 

Martin said the victim was list¬ 
ed in serious condition Tuesday 
night 


The names of both the driver 
and the victim are being with¬ 
held pending further investiga¬ 
tion 

The driver could be charged 
with leaving the scene of a per¬ 
sonal injury accident, a felony 
that carries a maximum of two 
years in prison and a fine of 
$1,000, or both. The driver could 
also face licensing sanctions.

Children hind purchase of livestock for impoverished

They aren’t too young to change the 
world. And nearly 400youngsters enrolled 
at the Resurrection Parish Vacation Bible 
School proved that statement last month 
when their efforts changed the lives of 30 
impoverished families in 30 countries 
around the world.

the animals with others in need through a 
requirement called “passing on the gift” 

“You are changing the life of a family 
who, in turn, will begin sharing their gift 
animal’s offspring with others - so you are 
changing the life of a community,’ said Jo 
Luck, Heifer president and CEO. 

The students came up with several cre¬ 
ative ways in order to reach their goal 
including the lemonade stands and col¬ 
lecting returnable cans from the neighbor¬ 
hood, according to Hogan. 

The students helped generate the funds 
needed in only a week, according to Zylka 

“The kids worked their tails off,” he 
said. ‘It’s so rewarding for the kids to see 
the money they raised through their hard 
work turn into thousands and then use it 
to help others.” 

With the money, the church bought 
what was called the Heifer International 
Ark. Just like Noah’s Ark, the gift included 
more than 30 different pairs of animals to 
be given to 30 different families around 
the world. 

The animals may include everything 


from llamas for families in Bolivia, to 
flocks of geese for families in China This 
may also include two sheep to help a 
United States family produce wool, 
according to Heifer International. 

Megan and Connor Wherrett did a 3- 
mile bike-a-thon to raise $137 for the pro¬ 
ject 

“It made me feel happy and good and 
joyful to help,” said Connor, 6. 

“I felt we got people the animals that 
they needed to help in their lives,” said 
Megan, 9. 

“The kids were unbelievable,” said 
Hogan. “They were so excited to realize 
that they could make a difference.”

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Man critically injured in mysterious apartment blast 



Several small fires were extinguished at a Belleville apartment Monday, but the porch 
and wall of the south side of apartment number one were blown out. The building 
remains unsafe, and apartment residents have found temporary housing elsewhere.

Firefighters and police were called out 
early Monday morning to respond to an 
explosion at a Belleville apartment 

Dennis Bazner, 51, the occupant of apart¬ 
ment one at 430 North Liberty St was found 
outside of the nine-unit building with 
severe burns and was rushed to the 
University of Michigan Bum Center. He 
remained in critical condition at press time. 

Fire officials said Bazner is the mainte¬ 
nance man for the building where he 
resided. 

Fire Chief Darwin Loyer initially sus¬ 
pected a gas leak as the cause of the explo¬ 
sion but later said the preliminary conclu¬ 
sions were erroneous. The gas company 
found no leaks on the outside of the build¬ 
ing and negligible interior leaks. The 
amount of gas detected could not have 
caused the explosioa Loyer said. 

Initial reports stated the explosion 
occurred when Bazner turned on a fan in 
the apartment Loyer said the incident is 
still under investigation by the state fire 
marshal, and no conclusions as to the 
cause of the incident can be drawn. 

“We have not had a chance to talk to the 
person himself,” Loyer said of Bazner 
Loyer said the fire damage to the build¬ 
ing was minimal, although three areas in 


the apartment were on fire. Flash fires 
were also found in other areas of the 
apartment, he said. Capt Doug Dalton of 
the Belleville Fire Department said the 
department was called at 5:49 a.m. to 
respond to the incident He said two fire 
trucks and nine firefighters arrived at the 
scene. 

Firefighters found the building on fire, 
with the wall and porch of the south side 
of the structure blown out according to 
Dalton. Police and fire officials attended 
to Bazner and evacuated the occupants of 
the other eight apartments in the building 
and extinguished the fires, he said. 

Dalton said a 1-foot crack was found in 
the roof, which may have blown off and 
dropped back down onto the structure. 
Ceiling insulation and drywall were also 
found inside the apartment The building 
foundation was cracked as well, he said. 
State Fire Investigator Jack Hooker of the 
Fire Marshal Division was called, as well 
as MichCon and DTE Energy to inspect 
the building, Dalton said. 

City Building Inspector Daryl Robson 
determined the building unsafe, accord¬ 
ing to Dalton. Heat water and electricity 
to the building were shut off, and locks 
were placed on the doors of the apart¬ 
ments. The gas meters were sealed until 
the lines are repaired, Loyer said. A 
boarding crew was called in to secure the 


building and board up the damaged apart¬ 
ment Dalton said. 

Loyer said the American Red Cross 
was contacted and offered assistance to 
the residents, but the building owner has 
provided housing for them in Taylor 

Loyer complimented police officers 
Kristen Faull and Holly Farmer who 
responded to the incident He said they 
helped the victim and evacuated the 
building before Loyer arrived on the 
scene. Loyer also said Huron Valley 
Ambulance responded immediately and 
transported the bum victim. Emergency 


personnel ensured the situation remained 
under control, he said. 

“It could’ve been a bad situation. It 
went very smooth,” Loyer said. 

Mayor Thomas Fielder said at the city 
council meeting Monday that police and 
fire employees have done a good job deal¬ 
ing with the public during recent events 
that have made news. 

“We’ve had some events this past year 
that have not been good things in the com¬ 
munity,” Fielder said. “Our emergency 
personnel have done well in dealing with 
public relations.”

Belleville man killed 
as train hits vehicle

A 41-year-old Belleville man lost 
his life June 28 when his car was hit 
by a train in Van Buren Tbwnship. 

Howard Rafter was pronounced 
dead at the railroad crossing on 
Huron River Drive near Edison 
Lake Road. His passenger, a 29- 
year-old white male, was taken by 
ambulance to St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital in Ann Arbor and “treated 
and released for surprisingly minor 
injuries,” according to Det Louis 
Keele of the Van Buren Township 
Police Department 

Keele said alcohol may have 
played a role in the accident, but 
the incident is still under investiga¬ 
tion. A toxicology report may not be 
available for eight to 12 weeks. 

Rafter’s vehicle was apparently 
sitting beyond the gates, partially 
occupying the eastbound rail. 
Rafter appears to have been wait¬ 
ing for a westbound train to clear 


the intersection and did not realize 
a second train was approaching in 
the eastbound direction, resulting 
in the collisioa 

The train was a Norfolk 
Southern locomotive with 92 rail 
cars. It was inbound from Indiana, 
en route to Detroit, Keele said. 

The Van Buren Township 
Accident Investigation Team is 
investigating the incident All ques¬ 
tions or additional information can 
be forwarded to Keele at (734) 699- 
8939. extension 248. 

Adam Bota, manager of J.B.’s 
Place in Belleville, said Rafter was 
employed as a cook in the restau¬ 
rant Employees took up a collec¬ 
tion for funeral expenses after 
Rafter’s death and hosted a 
karaoke event last week to earn 
additional funds. No more fundrais¬ 
ing events are planned, but Bota is 
still accepting donations. J.B.’s 
Place is located at 859 Sumpter 
Road in Belleville.

Flashback 

New background comic trend is ‘Bom’

The origin story has always 
had a special place in the comic 
book universe. 

It’s the issue or series of issues 
that explains how a particular 
hero developed his own particu¬ 
lar powers, found a magic suit or 
developed the technology to fight 
crime at an elevated level. 

It's basically about history, a 
flashback into the past of the 
character that offers some insight 
into why he or she would want to 
put on spandex and jump around 
on rooftops or prowl the night 
streets looking for thugs to beat 
up. 

In many cases, the origin issue 
or story is included in the regular 
run of comic book series, but 
there has been a push lately by 
the large comic book companies 
to delve even further back in the 
lives of their popular characters 
and package that background 
story as another book. 

The latest to undergo this 
treatment is Marvel Comics’ pop¬ 
ular Punisher character, through 
a limited series scripted by Garth 


Ennis, who many credit for 
returning the gun-and-grenade- 
wielding vigilante to his former 
glory a couple of years ago. 

Those who know The 
Punisher know him as Frank 
Castle, an ex-Marine who saw his 
family gunned down in a mob hit 
gone awry. Castle then took on 
the role of The Punisher, and 
‘punishes’ mob families and their 
operation (usually with a lot of 
gunfire, explosions and general 
face-to-face violence.) 

But this series takes place 
before all that. Born, which is 
beautifully drawn by Darick 
Robertson and inked by Tom 
Palmer, starts out near the 
Cambodian border in 1971. 

Frank Castle is a Marine 
Corps captain, and already a leg¬ 
endary leader He has led many 
patrols in the six months he’s 
been in country, but hasn’t lost a 
single man in that time. The 
same can’t be said for those on 
the other end of the ambushes, 
M-16s and Claymore mines, 
though. 

His competence, in fact, is the 
one thing on which Stevie 
Goodwin, who sort of half-nar- 


rates the story, hangs his hopes. 
Goodwin has just about a month 
left in Cambodia, and then he is 
done with active duty. He is con¬ 
stantly reminding readers of that 
as he counts down to his ren¬ 
dezvous with “the big freedom 
bird.” Goodwin also tells readers 
that he’s determined not to fall in 
love with war like Captain Castle. 
If Ennis stays true to his form, 
one of those two things probably 
won t happen. 

The art and colors, although 
graphic, are the highlights of the 
first issue, which hit comic book 
stores last week. There are hints 
of Ennis’ trademark black humor 
- like a general coming to tell 
Castle that his unit is being shut 
down and shipped home and 
Frank leading the man to a 
sniper-patrolled ridge. 

“What am I supposed to see 
out here?” he asks, just before 
the enemy sniper cuts his mis¬ 
sion fatally short 

As the first act closes, Castle 
stares off into the sunset brood¬ 
ing, questioning his role in the 
Marines, and those questions 
hint at even deeper ones to come, 
when Castle examines why he so 


enjoys what he does. 

If there’s merit to the series, it 
will be found in the answer to 
that question. It may give Marvel 
fans insight into what made it so 


easy for Castle to take up arms 
years later But Ennis will have to 
pick up the pace a bit if he wants 
to avoid writing merely a 
Punisher story set overseas.

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New exhibit peeks behind 
most famous spy of all time

Throngs of wannabee spies packed the 
Henry Ford in Dearborn for a bonding 
experience with debonair British agent 
provocateur James Bond, during the 
North American debut of a show guaran¬ 
teed to leave visitors, shaken and stirred. 

“Bond. James Bond,” a memorabilia 
packed tour de force of writer Ian 
Fleming’s most famous spy, is on display at 
the museum until Dec.31. Developed by 
the British National Museum of 
Photography, Film and Television in con¬ 
junction with Eon Productions, the show 
is the first of this type to shine a spotlight 
on the 40-year tradition of Bond films. 

“Bond films are the stuff of innovation 
and ingenuity,” said Joanna Hess, the 
director of the Henry Ford Museum. “It’s 
only fitting that Henry Ford Museum and 
the spy world of James Bond come togeth¬ 
er to produce a unique and adventure 
filled experience.” 

The subject of 21 films, James Bond is 
an icon in the world of film. The character 
first made his way into film by the way of 
literature. Fleming, then a journalist who 
had worked in intelligence for the British 
government, published his first James 
Bond novel - complete with gorgeous 
heroines and colorful villains to accompa¬ 
ny the dashing hero - in the midst of the 
Cold War in 1952. The first movie made 
for U.S. audiences, Dr. No, was released to 
positive reviews in 1962. Die Another Day, 
released this year, is the twenty-first Bond 
film. 

The exhibit features memorabilia from 
most of the films. Once visitors obtain an 
“agent card,” they are welcomed into a 
9,000 square foot space where several pho¬ 
tographs and movie posters adorn the 
walls. The next move is the original office 
of M, Bond’s immediate superior. The 
office features a flat-screen TV that intro¬ 


duces museumgoers to Fleming, and to 
some of Bond’s most formidable adver¬ 
saries. 

Another area of the museum is dedicat¬ 
ed to Q, another of Bond’s cohorts and the 
creator of several of his most useful gad¬ 
gets. The laboratory allows visitors to view 
original props, Bond’s rigged cast from 
Golden Eye and the gun comprising a ciga¬ 
rette lighter and case, a ballpoint pen and 
a cufflink from The Man With the Golden 
Gun. 

Also on display are outfits worn by sev¬ 
eral Bond Girls, including the Gypsy outfit 
worn by Jane Seymour in Never Say Never 
Again and a red beaded gown worn by 
Sophie Marceau in The World is Not 
Enough, 

More impressive set pieces include a 
scale model of the Neptune submarine 
from the 1981 For Your Eyes Only and the 
Acrostar minijet from 1983’s Octopussy. 

Multimedia displays stationed through¬ 
out the exhibit space allow visitors to view 
prepared newspaper clippings about 
Bond and devise their own plot for a per¬ 
sonalized Bond movie. 

A large number of drawings and story¬ 
boards also provide visitors a glimpse into 
the complex and innovative set design 
process used in many of the movies. 
Included are several preliminary sketches 
of the eye-catching fashions worn by Bond 
girls. 

The Bond series has shown amazing 
resilience despite the fact that four actors 
have left their marks on the role - Sean 
Connery, Roger Moore, Timothy Dalton 
and, most recently, Pierce Brosnaa 

‘Bond, James Bond’ will be on display 
at the Henry Ford Museum from 9 am. to 
5 p.m. Mondays through Saturdays and 
from noon to 5 p.m. Sundays. Admission 
costs $7, and children under 5 years old 
are admitted free. 

There is an additional admission fee to 
the museum.

First in the 19-track collection is the 
theme from Mission: Impossible (the Lalo 
Schifrin original, not the Denny Elfman 
remake made for the Tom Cruise movie). 
What follows comes straight out of the 


golden age of television: Recognizable 
theme songs from The Avengers, The 
Saint,” Get Smart, and the Man from 
U.N.C.L.E. are intermingled with the 
James Bond theme song, the theme from 
the Hitchcock classic North by Northwest, 
Henry Mancini’s timeless The Pink

Response to prison plan 
| makes good civics lesson 

Members of the Northville Community won a quick victory this 
week when efforts to curtail the expansion at the Scott Correctional 
Facility were successful, at least temporarily. 

State Sea Bruce Patterson (R-Canton) deserves some credit for 
stopping the plan - it was his amendment to Senate Bill 540 that took 
away funding for a proposed $48 million, 400-bed facility - but party 
politics probably played just as much a role in the issue. 

There are simply more Republicans than Democrats in the 
Michigan Senate, and efforts to get the issue put back in the bill failed 
along party lines. 

Even so, it’s a victory for Northville officials, who acted quickly to 
oppose the plan as soon as they heard about it They did what they 
were supposed to do about issues they believe will negatively impact 
their community - they called their representatives and made their 
voices heard. 

i 

Patterson did what he was supposed to do, too. In fact Township 
Manager Chip Snider called it a good civics lesson - it’s the way repre¬ 
sentative government is supposed to work. It is fortunate that 
Patterson has enough support and respect among his colleagues that 
his voice, too, was heard. 

The move to block the expansion was effective this time, but the 
economic factors that went into the proposal in the first place may 
mean that township officials will have to deal with this issue in the 
future. 

But if they do, they at least have some warning, which is more than 
they had when they first learned of the plan They thought the Scott 
Correctional Facility was a moot - although unpleasant - community 
issue It was there already, they couldn’t do anything about that and 
they had a court ruling they believed would forestall future expan¬ 
sion. 

It’s still disturbing that the state would try to push through such a 
plan without contacting those more directly involved in planning the 
community and preparing for the future. The fact that it would be 
unpopular is no reason to try to tuck the plan into a budget amend¬ 
ment and hope it wins approval before anyone around here gets wind 
of it 

Disagreeing, not disagreeable 

City council or commission members in Northville and Plymouth 
have recently expressed reservations about major issues occurring in 
their respective communities. 

In Northville, Councilman Kevin Hartshome remains steadfastly 
unconvinced that a proposed parking deck plan is in the best interests 
of the city as a whole. 

In Plymouth, Commissioner Michele Potter, always an advocate for 
lower taxes and no increases, has said she’s opposed to a plan put 
forth by the commission to ask voters to approve a Headlee override - 
which is effectively a major tax increase. 

The issues may be different on the surface, but they’ve given rise to 
the same types of questions about elected bodies working together as 
a team and the responsibilities of office. 

Hartshome is so convinced that there hasn’t been enough research 
done on the parking deck plan that he is willing to ensure extra steps 
are taken before it can get under way. He won’t allow a vote on a pro¬ 
posed land swap to be unanimous, which means the city will have to 
solicit bids for the land, which is only about 300 landlocked feet He is 
also intent on organizing a citizen’s referendum to put the matter on

the ballot in November, when two council members 
and Mayor Christopher Johnson are also up for 
reelection. 

His comrades, citing the current interest rate and 
construction market point out that this is the best 
time for such a project to take place. They’ve said 
they wish he would be more of a “team player” and 
get on board with this project 

Being the lone dissenter is certainly nothing new 
for Hartshome; in fact if any vote comes back 4-1, 
chances are he’s the one who put in the dissenting 
vote. And there’s nothing wrong with that It’s impor¬ 
tant for other views to come out - it leads to a better 
understanding of the issue or project and what is 
truly at stake. 

In Potter’s case, she has said that she’s so 
opposed to the idea of a Headlee override vote that 
she won’t participate in the public education 
process that leads up to the November vote. That’s 
too bad, because that’s the ideal time to get involved; 
it will give the public a more complete picture of the 
needs of the community and any other possible 
alternatives. It’s certainly a better way to approach 
the issue than complete silence. 

Hartshorne has said that he isn’t opposed to 
development, and he isn’t even opposed to con¬ 
structing a new parking deck He just wants to make 
sure it’s done properly and the residents have a say 
in what would be among the biggest bond issues in 
the history of the city. It will tie up Downtown 
Development Authority funds for the foreseeable 
future, after all. 

He’s also said that, if he successfully gets the 
issue on the ballot and voters approve it anyway, 
he’ll then be satisfied that he played his part, and 
the communify wants the project completed. At that 
point, he said, he’ll help promote the project, too. 

That seems like a good definition of teamwork. It 
shows that even though members of a team can have 
dissenting viewpoints, they can still get the job done. 

Hopefully Potter will reconsider her decision and 
stay involved. It’s one thing to announce one’s oppo¬ 
sition to an ideal and quite another to say, because I 
lost, I no longer want to be involved.

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Westland artist will display work Ms weekend

Tree frogs, iguanas, tropical 
fish and an occasional raven will 
appear at Art in the Park this 
year The creatures can be seen 
at booth number 136 on 
Penniman Avenue, where artist 
Dunvood Coffey will set up shop. 

Coffey, a Westland resident, 
specializes in color-drenched 
depictions of wildlife. In addi¬ 
tion to frogs, lizards, fish and 
ravens, he has also painted tur¬ 
tles, dolphins, parrots, insects 
and baboons. 

“Design is everything,” said 
Coffey. When making his cre¬ 
ations. Coffey first draws a sketch 
in pencil, then paints it with lay¬ 
ers of acrylic paint It may take 
him six months to complete a 
painting, although he may not 
work on it continually during that 
time. Some paintings are com¬ 
pleted quickly, while others 
require scores of hours of work. 

This will be Coffey’s third 
appearance at Art in the Park, 
which Coffey calls his best art 
show of the year He says that the 
show seems to draw many young 
families who are attracted to his 
work. 

“A lot of parents have young 
children that watch Animal 
Planet and other animal-related 
shows. They want to surround 
these kids with the animals they 
love,” he said. “They want to fill 
their houses with color.” 

Coffey, a professional full-time 


illustrator for Detroit Edison by 
day, starts working on his paint¬ 
ings at 8 p.m. He draws and 
paints in his home studio until 3 
am., then sleeps a few hours and 
makes it to work at 9:30 the fol¬ 
lowing morning. Throw in a few 
hours on the weekend, and 
Coffey estimates that he spends 
40 - 50 hours per week painting. 
That’s in addition to the work he 
does for Edison, where he is a 21- 
year employee. He insists he’s 
not tired. 

“There’s a difference between 
being a professional illustrator 
and an artist,” he explains. 
“When you are an illustrator, you 
have to work with the parame¬ 
ters you’re givea You have to sat¬ 
isfy the client and you have to fin¬ 
ish on schedule. When you are an 
artist it’s like the painting tells 
you what to do. The painting isn’t 
done until it feels done. I got to 
the point where I wanted to do 
my own work.” 

Coffey and his companion of 
13 years, Carol Vallimont created 
a partnership three years ago. 
They combined their names for 
the enterprise called “Vaili- 
wood.” Coffey provides the art¬ 
work. and Vallimont handles the 
business side. 

The first year they appeared 
in four art shows. The second 
year they appeared in 13. So far 
this year, they have agreed to 
appear in 12 shows. 

At each show, they have origi¬ 
nal artwork and limited edition 
prints for sale. Limited edition 


prints range from $ 8 to $ 125, and 
original artwork is priced from 
$550 to $6,000. 

The prints are completed 
through Robot Printing in 
Redford, where Coffey works 
with Jim Shaipe to see that his 
originals are put through a four- 
color process to produce litho¬ 
graphic prints. Each print is part 
of a limited edition set After the 
prints are made, some are sent to 
Margot’s Gallery and Framing in 
Oxford, where they may be mat¬ 
ted and framed. 

Coffey, a 52-year-old father of 
three and grandfather of one, has 


loved art since he was a young 
boy growing up in Dearborn. “I 
started drawing at about age 7,” 
said Coffey. “I drew comic book 
characters.” As an adult he stud¬ 
ied art at Henry Ford Community 
College but did not graduate. “At 
the time, I was more interested in 
working than studying,” he 
remembered. “I needed to make 
money. But I trained with some 
of the best illustrators in the city. 
That’s how I got my apprentice¬ 
ship.” 

However, he cautions that 
young artists today may not have 
the luxury of skipping college. 


“When I was starting out, I could 
show my portfolio to employers 
and they would hire me. But 
now, employers want to see the 
degree first” 

Coffey encourages people 
(young and old) to follow their 
dreams: “Talents peak at differ¬ 
ent ages. 

“Don’t worry about failing. 
Don’t compare your art to other 
people’s art Your attitude and 
your perseverance is what will 
make you succeed.”

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New legislation would combine 18 state human resource departments

It’s been a busy year so far for 
State Rep. Phil LaJoy (R - 
Canton). 

Recently, he has introduced a 
bill in the state legislature that 
would increase the amount of 
revenue sharing local municipal¬ 
ities would receive, and he also 
introduced a bill that would 
allow township officials more 
control of speed limits on county 
highways. 

Now, state government could 
save millions of taxpayer dollars 
and improve efficiency in human 
resources practices under legis¬ 
lation he unveiled last week 


LaJoy said. 

Lajoy's newest bill would con¬ 
solidate all of the state human 
resource divisions for 18 state 
departments into one operation 
managed within the Department 
of Management and Budget 
(DMB). LaJoy has more than 35 
years experience in human 
resources. 

“Instead of a root system 
approach to human resources, 
the state should develop a com¬ 
mon thread to improve its per¬ 
sonal operations and save 
money,” said LaJoy. “We can eas¬ 
ily consolidate resources and 
streamline operations, spend tax¬ 
payers’ money more wisely and 
provide better service to state

employees.” 

Currently, LaJoy said there 
are multiple human resources 
management levels and several 
directors of human resources 
within state government 

The new legislation creates a 


single director of personnel oper¬ 
ation position to oversee state 
human resources. 

“An efficient human resources 
operation improves the working 
environment and increases pro¬ 
ductivity,” LaJoy said. “Putting 
state government personnel 
operations under one umbrella is 
a common-sense approach that 
will benefit everyone.” 

The consolidation would not 
affect the offices of the executive 
branch, the judiciary, secretary of 
state, attorney general or the leg¬ 
islature, he said. 

LaJoy also announced that a 
subcommittee of the House 
Employment Relations, Training 
and Safety Committee has 


formed to study human 
resources consolidating and out¬ 
sourcing. LaJoy will lead the 
three-person subcommittee. 

‘There are so many different 
areas we can look at to further 
consolidate resources and 
improve efficiency involving 
human resources practices,” 
LaJoy said. “The subcommittee 
also will review whether the state 
can save money by contracting 
out for operations such as 
recruitment procedures, payroll 
and administratioa” 

The subcommittee will begin 
hearings during the summer. 
LaJoy will formally introduce the 
human resources reform legisla¬ 
tion in the coming weeks, he said.

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Man in custody suspected in several area thefts

Northville police believe 
that a home invasion suspect 
that led them and other police 
agencies on a long foot chase 
last week is responsible for 
thefts in other communities. 

Det. Paul Sumner of the 
Northville Township Police 
Department said that township 
detectives - with help from 
members of the office of the 
Wayne County Sheriff and the 
Livonia Police Department - 
caught up with John Monia of 
Detroit a day after he broke 
into a township home on June 
26. 

Monia fled from the scene on 
June 26 because the homeown¬ 
er came home and caught him 
exiting his house, according to 
police reports. He led the resi¬ 
dent and later police on a chase 


that didn’t end when Monia’s 
car collided with another along 
Northville Road. 

The suspect jumped out of 
the totaled car and fled on foot, 
racing across the St John’s Golf 
Course before he hopped on to 
an eastbound train and momen¬ 
tarily escaped. 

Sumner said that’s when the 
follow up investigation started. 

Detectives found everything 
that had been reported stolen 
from the residence in Monia’s 
crashed car, he said. 

“There were also several 
things that hadn’t been taken 
from the Northville home,” 
Sumner said. 

He believed the items were 
also stolen and put out a mes¬ 
sage on the Law Enforcement 
Information Network (LEIN) to 
departments across the state. 
The response was impressive. 

“We received calls from a 


number of other police depart¬ 
ments,” Sumner said. 

Two of those were from the 
police departments in Troy and 
Franklin. 

The Troy department report¬ 
ed two home invasion style rob¬ 
beries recently, and Franklin 
also reported one. Monia’s 
parole officer informed police 
that he had lived in both com¬ 
munities, Sumner said. 

They also found out that 
Monia split time between two 
residences in Detroit, and 
received search warrants for 
both of them, Sumner said. 
Investigators from Franklin and 


Troy as well as members of the 
8th Precinct in Detroit accom¬ 
panied Northville detectives as 
they simultaneously executed 
the warrants on July 2, Sumner 
said. 

“For safety reasons we exe¬ 
cuted the search warrants at 
the same time,” Sumner said. 
“That way someone at one 
home can’t contact someone at 
the other home and warn them 
that we’re coming. The safety of 
the officers is paramount” 

Residents in both homes 
cooperated fully, he said. 

The two homes were on 
Fielding Street and Ardmore 


Streets in Detroit, Sumner said. 
He added that police retrieved 
more than $6,000 worth of jew¬ 
elry at the Ardmore address 
that had been stolen from a 
home in Franklin. 

Monia, who has already been 
charged with second-degree 
home invasion, fleeing and 
eluding and as a habitual 
offender in Northville, will 
probably face charges in 
Franklin as well, Sumner said. 
He credited the other depart¬ 
ments for their role in the 
investigation and following 
through on the search warrants. 

“It was a good example of 
departmental cooperation,” he 
said. 

Monia is being held in the 
Wayne County Jail on a 
$200,000 cash bond. His prelim¬ 
inary examination is set for 
July 11 at the 35th District 
Court in Plymouth. 


Northville Township Police discover marijuana, narcotics during ‘move 5

A situation that started as a typical “civil¬ 
ian standby’ - turned into a large drug bust 
for the Northville Township Police depart¬ 
ment last week 

Det. Paul Sumner said that two 
Northville patrol officers were assigned to a 
house on Surrey Lane, which is off Seven 
Mile Road near the Michigan State Police 
post to keep the peace while a female resi¬ 
dent moved out of a house she shared with 
another woman and a man. 


“Our officers will assist them (residents), 
if they call because they think there might 
be trouble,” Sumner said. 

While the resident was in the laundry 
room, she found a large plastic bag and 
pulled it out, directing the other two occu¬ 
pants of the home to “Hide their stuff bet¬ 
ter,” Sumner said. 

She threw the bag at the feet of one of the 
officers. 

It contained a pound of suspected 
marijuana 

“OK, somebody better start talking,” the 


officer said, when he realized what was in 
the bag 

Northville police asked for and received 
a search warrant, which they executed at 
10:30 that night, according to Sumner It was 
the third that township detectives had exe¬ 
cuted within a 24-hour period. 

“That’s a busy day, even for a larger city,” 
said Sumner the next day He had been up 
all night processing the scene. 

Officers found plenty of drug parapher¬ 
nalia like scales and small plastic bags. They 
also found more than 80 different kinds of 


pills, some of which was in prescription- 
style pill bottles with blank labels. They also 
found rolling papers and several firearms. 

“The ownership of the weapons is still 
under investigation,” Sumner said. 

The names of the people involved have 
been withheld pending charges, Sumner 
said. He said he was surprised at the 
amount of narcotics found in the township 
home, particularly the large block 
of marijuana 

“Tb find a single bag with a whole pound 
in it, that’s unusual,” Sumner said.

Wild side 

Couple to exhibit photos this weekend

Northville Township resident Richard 
Denomme’s secret to capturing breathtak¬ 
ing images of wild animals on film is rela¬ 
tively simple. 

“You go to a place where there’s lots of 
them,” he said. 

Denomme and his wife, Connie, have 
done just that in their search to find capti¬ 
vating subjects for their wildlife photogra¬ 
phy. Their quest has taken them around 
the globe, and along the way they man¬ 
aged to transform a one-time hobby into a 
full-time profession. 

The Denommes will be fresh from 
another photographic trip to Northern 
Michigan - which includes a stop for an 
art fair in Houghton, when they return to 
Art in the Park this year. 

There they’ll display and 
sell some of the images 
they’ve captured on film, 
a veritable photographic 
zoo of animals from the 
cute to the ferocious. 

Richard said he’s 
been photographing 
wildlife for about 20 
years. It grew out of a 
hobby, and he said it’s far more interesting 
than his previous job, which was with the 
Fhrmer Jack supermarket chain. 

“I was born and raised in the Upper 
Peninsula, and I’ve always had a love of 
wildlife,” he said. 

The Denommes started their careers 
photographing weddings, which they 
characterized as dull work that paid well. 
It paid well enough that they were eventu¬ 
ally able to upgrade their equipment and 
take longer and longer trips to where the 
wild things are. Denomme said that por¬ 
tion of the job was among his favorites. 

“If it were up to me, we’d never be 
home,” he said. “There’s so many neat 
places to see.” 

They usually take at least one extended 
trip each year to a different part of the 
country, or the world. They’ve spent a 
month on an African Safari and last 
Christmas they took a month long trip to 
Antarctica - a 30 day voyage on a Russian 
Icebreaker, where the days on the ship 
were filled with seminars from profes¬ 


sional photographers and ornithologists. 

Once in the field the work starts, and a 
successful picture is often a combination 
of luck and patience, according to Connie 
Denomme. 

“We want to go to a place and stay for a 
least a month,” she said. “Most people 
take a trip to see a place and then leave, 
but we have to spend time with the ani¬ 
mals.” 

FYom there it’s a matter of knowing 
when and where to look, and that is often 
mere happenstance. For example, one of 
the photos featured this year is of a huge 
humpback whale, shown in all its majestic 
grace at the apex of a leap above the seas. 

“We knew it was nearby, but the hard 
part was guessing where he would come 
up,” Denomme said. 

Other times the couple have come 
across animals that 
aren’t too happy about 
being photographed, or 
may be very protective 
of their young. They 
came across a situation 
like that last year, when 
they took a trip to 
Wyoming to photograph 
wild horses. One red foal 
looked particularly strik¬ 
ing against her jet-black mare, but a cinna¬ 
mon-colored stallion wouldn’t let the 
Denommes close enough. 

Art shows like Art in the Park are often 
as informative as they are profitable to the 
Denommes. 

Denomme said they often get a good 
glimpse of what types of wildlife photogra¬ 
phy are selling, and they plan their next 
trips accordingly. The market can be a bit 
fickle, he said. The songbirds that are pop¬ 
ular on the east coast don’t sell as well 
here, for example. Other spectacular 
shots, like a close up of a heron feeding its 
young, don’t sell well at all. 

They said they would showcase a wide 
variety of pictures at the art fair, animals 
that they themselves photographed in 
prints that they have matted and custom¬ 
framed themselves. Denomme added that, 
along with the photographs of wildlife, 
they typically bring back images that don’t 
make it to film, at all. 

“We see a lot of things that just make 
for good memories,” he said.
